In the city of Pitteburgh, Pa., in 
Allegheny county, there is being made 
a survey on the employment status 
of negroes which promises to mean 
much in the planning for the fu- 
ture of programs and projects for the 
purpose of improving the economic 
status of negroes in that area. This 
survey is under the direction of the 
works division of the emergency re- 
lief board and is being made in co- 
operation with the Pittsburgh Urban 
League. 


Thongh the survey ig not complet- | 


ed, the present plans eall for a pro- 
posed series of studies divided into 
four divisions, The first division con- 
sisted of a study on the employment of 


the negro by 750 of the largest indus- 


| trial 
| county,

and commercial firms in the 
covering more than 10,500 
wage earners, The object of this study 
was to determine the extent of em- 
ployment, unemployment,  displace- 
ments, wages, occupations and other 
data of value on the negro in the in- 
dustrial life of the county. This study 
has now been completed and a sum- 
mary of it is in another part of this 
column, 


The -‘cond division consisted of a 
study of the extent of employment of 
the negro in small retail business 
establishments covering 375. small 
places of business in the county. This 
study has also been completed and a 
brief statement will be found further 
in this column. 

Two other studies are contemplated 
in this series: One of the negro in 
the field of domestic service and the 
other on the negro in his relation to 
organized labor in the county. The en- 
tire study when completed will give 
an invaluable picture of the indus- 
trial life of the negro in Pittsburgh, 
as well as a wealth of information 
which will assist the many organiza- 
tions working for the general welfare 
of the negro in raising his status, cor- 
recting maladjustment and reducing 
the extent of his unemployment. 

In the division of the larger indus- 
tries, practically all of the firms cov- 
ered were operating under the NRA 
code, and though there were no in- 
stances of differential pay on the 
basis of race, the vast majority of ne- 
gro workers were found in types of 
work which pay the minimum under 
the eodes. The wages ranged from 
$256 a month as the highest dewn to 
jobs where there was no salary at all, 
but income was from tips which aver- 
aged $5 to $6 a week. The total week- 
ly pay roll of the 10,821 negro work-

Dr. Jones Warns Against Prejudice 
In Dealing With‘ Red’ Question Here 


Stressing the possibility that a new 
wave of hysteria based on fear of 


communism was about to break over 
Atlanta, Dr. M. Ashby Jones, in his 
sermon at the community service in 
the Central Congregational church, 
Sunday, pleaded for judgment on the 
basis of fact and not of prejudice. 


“While most of us have formed our 
judgment of the professional commu- 
nists who openly seek to undermine 
and destroy our civilization by revo- 
lution of violence, and have condemned 
them, when the element of prejudice 
enters in it is sufficient for it mere- 
ly to be insinuated that a man is 
& communist and we immediately be- 
gin to feel instead of thinking with 
the result that we react in wholesale 
and violent indignation,” Dr. Jones 
said. 

“With the word, the doors of our 
minds clang shut and we are no long- 
er capable of rendering fair and im- 
partial judgment. Today our city, our 
state and our nation face the danger 
of doing the most cruel injustice both 
before the courts of Jaw and the court 
of public opinion because men would 
gain personal advantage by trading on 
our popular prejudices. We stand in 
danger of denying those values which 
we hold most sacred and precious, the 
freedom of thought, the freedom of 
speech, and the right to a fair trial 
by the use of charges of communism 
in the most promiscuous and irrespon- 
sible way against individuals and 
groups, 

“he significant fact is that all this 
furore is concerned with a-small mi- 
nority which in the last election, after 
four years of depression and misery 
which were its most fertile breeding 
ground, regeived less than 1 per cent 
of all the votes cast in the United 
States. Demagogues, partisans and 


conscienceless leaders have transform- 
ed this insignificant minority into a 
cause against which we threaten to re- 
peat the hysteria, which we now re- 
member with deep shame, of the days 
at the beginning of the World War 
when we drove everything German 
out of our life, refused to read Goethe 
and Heine, refused tod accept the re- 
sults of German scholarship, and in 
general managed to shut out all the 
light and all the beauty which might 
have been ours.” 

Dr. Jones insisted that the blight- 
ing. results of hysteria due to preju- 
dice were not alone upon the victims 
who suffered physical injury. 

“The attitude of the closed mind, 
whatever its source, can only result 
in so limiting the range of mind and 
the reach of soul that man ultimately 
finds himself the prisoner of his own 
prejudices,” he said. “Here is the 
danger and often the curse, of intense 
nationalism, or sectionalism, or any 
kind of group consciousness which car- 
ries with it a prejudice against other 
groups—it robs us of the beauty, the 
truth and the goodness which they 
might contribute to our lives. It is 
one of the terrible things about war 
that in our hatred of a whole nation 
we close our souls against all spirit- 
ual wealth which a great people might 
contribute to us.”

With the gridiron campaign enter- 
ing the home stretch, the Southeastern 
conference championship struggle be- 
gan to take definite form today. 


Alabama, the defending titleholder, 
Tulane and Louisiana State concluded 
October's grind with impressive 
triumphs and ranked im that order 
in the standings as the returns from 
Saturday's combats were compiled, 
while Vanderbilt was eliminated from 
the list of undefeated and untied 
teams. 


Crushing Georgia under to 26-to-6 
score, the powerful Crimson Tide re- 
mained the favorite for the crown, 
although Louisiana State, through its 
spectacular 29-to-9 victory over Van- 
derbilt, was projected into the lime- 
light. Tulane whipped an inspired 
Georgia Tech eleven, 20 to 12, to keep 
pace with Alabama for the lead with 
four triumphs each against two con- 
ference wins for the Baton Rouge 
Tigers. 

KENTUCKY-ALABAMA. 

Kentucky, 9-to-0 conquerer of Au- 
burn in its Southeastern debut, fur- 
nishes the opposition for the Red 
Elephants of Tuscaloosa this week, 
while L. &. U. and Tulane have easier 
assignments against Mississippi State 
and Mississippi, respectively. 


Of the trio of undefeated leaders in 
the conference, Alabama and Louisiana 
State displayed the most power in 
overwhelming their latest opposition. 
The Bulldogs, of Athens. were thor- 
oughly outclassed by the Crimson Tide. 
while L. S, U. encountered little trou- 
ble in overwhelming Vanderbilt. Tu- 
lane. on the other hand. found Geor- 
gia Tech’s battered gridders exceed- 
ingly tough enemies. being outplared 
in all phases despite its narrow 
triumph. 

Tennessee, routed from the unde- 
feated ranks hy Alabama a week ago, 
came back with renewed power to top- 
ple Duke’s unconquered squadron by a 
14-to-6 count in an inter-conference 
duel that upset hopes of Wallace 
Wade's team that ranks high in the 
Southern conference.
